( 2 ) Every rule made under this section shall be 
laid , as soon as may be after it is made , before each 
House of Parliament while it is in session for a total 
period of thirty days , which may be comprised in 
one session or in two successive sessions , and if, 
before the expiry of the session in which it is so laid 
or the session immediately following , both Houses 
agree in making any modification in the rule or both 
Houses agree that the rule should not be made, the 
rule shall thereafter have effect only in such modi 
fied form or be of no effect, as the case may be ; SO , 
however , that any such modification or annulment 
shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything 
previously done under that rule .

4. Penalty . --- Any person who contravenes the pro 
visions of section 3 shall , without prejudice to any 
other action that may be taken against him , be 
punishable with imprisonment for a term which may 
extend to two years , or with fine which may extend 
to two thousand rupees, or with both .

( 3 ) Application for grant or renewal of 
licence shall be made to the concerned Forest 
Officers in such form as the Conservator of 
Forest in Goa , Daman and Diu may , by notifica 
tion in the Official Gazette , prescribe . 

(4 ) Fees at the following rates shall be char 
ged for the issue or renewal of licences : 

(a ) Licence for a saw pit or any hand

Rs. 10 / - for each pit or contrivance for 
an official year or a fraction thereof. 

( b ) Licence for a saw mill , machinery or 
plant or any other sawing contrivance other 
than those mentioned in (a ) above 

Rs. 200 / - for an official year or a frac 
tion thereof. 
(5 ) The Forest Officer receiving the applica 
tion may , if he is satisfied after making such 
enquiry as he deems necessary, that there is no 
objection to grant the licence , having regard to 
the safeguarding of the timber in any reserved 
forest and protected forest, grant a licence in 
Form I appended to these rules subject to the 
provisions of the Act and these rules and to any 
other reasonable restrictions or conditions which 
he may specify in the licence. Separate licences 
shall be issued for works to be carried out in 
different places. 

(6 ) Such Forest Officer may, after giving the 
applicant an opportunity of being heard , for 
reasons to be recorded in writing , reject any 
application for grant or renewal of a licence , 
whereupon the applicant, unless he appeals 
against the orders of rejection under sub- rule 
( 10 ) , shall be entitled to the refund of the fee 
remitted by him under sub -rule ( 4 ) . 

( 7 ) If the officer issuing the licence is satis 
fied that the original licence issued to a licensee 
is lost , destroyed or otherwise rendered useless , 
he may , on payment of a fee of Rs. 2 / - issue a 
duplicate of the licence originally issued . 

( 8 ) The officer issuing the licence may , at any 
time, for reasons to be recorded in writing, can 
cel or suspend any licence ; provided , no such 
rejection shall be made before giving the ap 
plicant an opportunity of being heard in the 
matter .

3. On expiry of the period entered in this licence , the 
licenses should return the licence to the issuing authority and 
the saw -pit / saw -mill or any other sawing contrivance for cut 
ting or conversion shall be closed . 

4. The saw - pit , saw -mill or other sawing contrivances as 
well as the timber shall be open for inspection by any Forest 
Officer not below the rank of a Forester . 

5. The licensee shall maintain the registers of accounts in 
the Forms II and III prescribed under rule 44A ( 3 ) and they 
should be produced for inspection and check when demanded 
by the Officers mentioned under condition 4. Monthly conso 
lidated accounts shall be rendered to the Divisional Forest 
Officer before the 10th of the succeeding month . 

6. For breach of sub - rules ( 1 ) , ( 2 ) , (4 ) and (5 ) of rule 44 
and rule 44 A of the Forest Rules , or any of the conditions 
of this licence , the licence is liable to be cancelled and the 
licensee is liable to be punished under the provisions of the 
Indian Forest Act, 1927. 


( 3 ) Every licensee shall maintain registers in 
Forms II and III appended to these Rules and 
produce the same for checking when demanded 
by any Forest Officer not below the rank of a 
Forester " .
